DEDICATE MONUMENT 


TO NORTH CAROLINA 


WOMAN AT RALEIGH 


Gift of Ashley Horn, Confederate Sol- 


dier, Unveiled to Memory of 


Women of South. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PUKSS.J 


Raleigh, N. C., June 10.—A monu- 


ment of the North Carolina Women 
of the Confederacy was unveiled here 
today. It is the second tribute of the 
south to the women of the Confeder- 
acy, a similar monument having been 
erected by the state of South Carolina. 
Members of the North Carolina divi- 
sion of the United Confederate Veter- 
ans and scores of prominent men and 
women from this and other states wit- 
nessfed the ceremonies. 
The memorial was made possible 
through the gift from the late Ashley 
Home, who served as a Confederate 
soldier throughout the war between 
the states. As a member of the state 
legislature from Johnston county, he 
introduced a measure providing for 
the erection of a statue by the state. 
Failing to elicit the necessary sup- 
port, he gave $10,000 and accepted 
plans for the monument before his 
death in October, 1912. The monu- 
ment stands on the south side of Cap- 
itol Square midway between Fayettte- 
ville and Salisbury streets. On the 
southern side, in has 
relief, is 
a 
grandmother in a 
sitting 
position, 


with a book in her lap. The woman 
is relating the story of the civil war 
to her grandson, who grasps the hilt 
of his father's sword. On the eastern 
side is a bas relief representing the 
Confederate soldier going 
to' war.

Women of the Confederacy, Is depict- 
ed on the western side. The monu- 
ment is inscribed "To the North Car- 
olina Women of the Confederacy."

The 
principal address of the occasion was 
delivered by Dr. Daniel Harvey Hill, 
a son of Col. D. H. Hill, who com- 
manded the the first North Carolina 
regiment in the battle of Bethel fifty- 
three years ago today.

WORLD REPRESENTED 


AT ARMY CONGRESS 


Forty-five 
Different 
Nationalities 


Among 
Delegates to Salvation 
Army 
Congress.

London, June 10.—The World's Con- 
gress of the Salvation Army will open 
here tomorrow. A large number of 
delegates have already arrived, and it 
is expected that during the next two 
weeks—for the congress will continue 
until June 26—there wilt be present 
for at least part of the time more 
than 5,000 delegates from every cen- 
ter of the world. 
"It is not a congress in the true 
sense of the word, however," Briga- 
dier Perry, the 
organizer 
of 
the 
army's work in this country, has ex- 
plained, "tecause we have no debates 
or discussions. 
"This is the first congress we have 
had since 1904, and it will give many 
of our leaders an opportunity of meet- 
ing General Booth for the first time. 
Over 2,000 delegates from Overseas 
will meet 3,000 from various parts of 
Great Britain. 
Forty-five 
different 
nationalities wil he represented and 
thirty-four different languages will he 
spoken. The 650 delegates from the 
United States will include both white 
people and negroes, while one con- 
tingent of- reformed drunkards will 
bear proudly on their banner their 
own selected title of the 'United Or- 
der of Reformed Boozers.' 
"The South African contingent will 
include a Zulu warrior, a witch doc- 
tor, a 'rickshaw' boy and a redblanket 
Kaffir. 
All the 
South American 
states and, of course, all European 
countries, will be represented. 
Some 


of the crew of the lifeboat Catherine

HOW TO USE CHEAPER CUTS OF 


MEAT. 


_Gontinued from Tuesday's Gazette 
"Following are methods of 'cooking 


suet meats recommended In Farmer's 
Bulletin 391, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture: 


Meat may be cooked In water in 


a number of ways -without' allowing 
the water to boil violently. With the 
ordinary kitchen range this is accom- 
plished by cooking on the cooler part 
of the stove. Experience with a gas 
stove, particularly if it has a small 
burner known as a "simmerer," usual- 
ly enables the cook to maintain tem- 
peratures which are high enough to 
sterilize the meat and make it tender 
without .hardening the fibers. The 
double boiler would seem to be a neg- 
lected utensil for this purpose. 
Its 


contents can easily be kept up to a 
temperature of 200 degrees, Fahren- 
heit, and nothing will burn. Another 
method Is by means of the flreless 
cooker. In which a high temperature 
can be maintained for a long time 
without putting the foods over tha 
fire again.
